IMPLANT DENTURES 
By ALAN MACK, L.D.S.ENG. 


Assistant Director, Department of Prosthetics, The Royal Dental Hospital of London, School of 
Dental Surgery (University of London) 


ALL conventional dentures, whether partial or 
full, rely for their support and retention on the 
teeth or the soft tissues of the mouth. In the 
latter case, dislodgement is resisted by ensuring 
a close adaptation of the fitting surface of the 
denture to the mouth and by taking full advan- 
tage of any natural anatomical features which 
aid retention, i.e. the tuberosities, retromolar 
pads, etc., and by shaping the polished surfaces 
in such a way as to allow of their assisting in 
the retention. When teeth are present retention 
is easier, although in the case of free end saddle 
dentures a considerable strain may be thrown on 
abutment teeth. 

The implant denture solves the problem of 
retention of full dentures, and in certain cases 
can be used to assist in the retention of a free 
end saddle and so relieve the strain from the 
abutment teeth. In addition it relieves the 
pressure on the mucous membrane and is con- 
sequently a valuable asset to the armamentarium 
of the prosthetist in cases of tender ridges and 
hypersensitivity of the tissues of the denture- 
bearing area. 

The implant denture consists of two parts; the 
implant proper, which consists of a chrome 
cobalt meshwork which fits the bone accurately 
and is retained initially by intra-osseous screws, 
and has posts which arise from the body of 
the implant and project through the mucosa to 
support the superstructure, which may be one 
or more teeth or a full denture (figs. | and 2). 

The icea of using metals as intra-osseous or 
subperiosteal implants is not new, and it has 
been demonstrated by Venable, Stuck and 
Beach (1937) that a non-electrolytic metal is well 
tolerated by the tissues whereas an electrolytic 
metal is not. 

Bernier and Canby (1943) have shown that 
Vitallium alloy is extremely well tolerated by the 
tissues, although “the incidence of secondary 


infection cannot be discounted, but this possi- 
bility is considerably lessened when inserted 
intra-orally.” 

An important difference between dental! 
implants and those used in general surgery is 
that whilst the latter are completely buried in 
the tissues, the former have communication 
through the mucosa to the mouth. It would be 
expected that in the area of the posts some

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infection would be evident but clinical observa- 
tion suggests that this is unusual. 

Histological examination of the tissues is 
difficult or impossible owing to the extreme 
hardness of the metal, but sections of tissue 
taken adjacent to the post, have shown a 
stratified squamous gingival pocket to a depth of 
approximately | mm., and evidence of the 
“ beginning attachment” of connective tissue 
directly to the implant (Loechler and Mueller, 
1952). 

It is difficult to envisage such direct attach- 
ment, however, and it would appear more 
likely that in time the contraction of fibrous 
connective tissue around the post forms an 
effective seal. Lew (1952) states that round a 
successful implant there is a thick compressed 
type of fibrous tissue with much flattened 
fibrocytes resembling that of early hyaline 
cartilage formation. 


Indications for Implant Dentures 

(1) In cases where orthodox dentures have 
proved unwearable due, for example, to: 

(a) Gross resorption of the alveolus. 

(b) Pain from hypersensitivity of the oral 

mucosa. 

(c) Persistent retching. 

(d) High muscle attachments. 

(e) Flabby or pendulous tissue over the ridge. 

(2) As an abutment in free end saadle cases, 
particularly unilateral, where the retention of an 
orthodox denture is difficult. 

(3) For single teeth. 

(4) Where the patient is sincerely desirous of 
improving masticatory function and is willing to 
submit to fairly extensive surgical procedures. 
Contra-indications 

(1) Where a denture or bridge can be con- 
structed which will restore function. 

(2) In cases where normal alveolar resorption 
is not complete. 

(3) Where the patient is in poor health. 


CONSTRUCTION OF THE IMPLANT DENTURE 

As in the case of orthodox dentures, the 
design is modified according to the nature of the 
case, but the principles underlying their con- 
struction are the same. The implant for one 
tooth requires the same approach and care as 
for one which is more extensive. 

In all cases radiological examination is 
essential to ascertain the condition of the bone 
and whether any anatomical irregularities exist. 

An impression is taken by a non-compression 
technique, and in extensive cases a denture is 
constructed as far as the try-in stage to ascertain 
the correct position for the implant abutments. 
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It is very important to ensure that centric 
occlusion is correctly registered and particularly 
that the bite is not open. If an opposing denture 
is necessary it should be completed before pro- 
ceeding to the following stages. 


IMPRESSION FOR THE IMPLANT FRAME 

Several methods have been suggested for 
securing an accurate fitting of the implant to 
the bone, but have been discarded owing to their 
comparative inaccuracy. The method of choice 
is a direct impression of the bone with compo- 
sition, which, although necessitating a two-stage 
operation is considered essential to the ultimate 
success of the implant. The extent of the implant 
is first marked on the original model which is 
then scraped in this area to remove the estimated 
thickness of the mucosa. Reference to X-ray 
films will assist in this procedure. 

A tray is cast in tray metal having a clearance 
of about one thickness of wax on the prepared 
model. 

Under regional anesthesia, flaps are reflected 
and an impression is taken in composition. It 
is important that the impression does not 
extend farther than the attached mucosa. 
Reflection of large flaps extending to the 
unattached tissues will lead to undue post- 
operative swelling and discomfort. 


THE IMPLANT FRAME 

Having secured an accurate impression of the 
bone the casting of the implant frame can pro- 
ceed. The method adopted in the case of a full 
lower implant will be described. 

The position of the abutment posts is marked 
on the model, reference being made to the 
original model of the mouth to secure their 
accurate positioning. Next the location of the 
screw holes is determined. The number and 
position of these screws is variable although they 
must be placed so as to avoid injury to the 
inferior dental or mental nerves and vessels. 
With the development of more accurately 
fitting implants the need for stabilisation by 
screws has decreased as they only serve to 
immobilise the frame during the inital period of 
healing. Subsequent retention is afforded by the 
interlacing of fibrous tissue and periosteal 
fibres through and around the meshwork of the 
implant (Weinberg, 1950). The ideal position 
for the screws would appear to be one posterior 
to each molar abutment, and a third slightly to 
one side of the mid-line between the canine 
posts. It is important that the screws are not 
placed too close to the abutments, firstly because 
of the difficulty of manipulating them in this 
region during insertion of the implant, and 
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secondly, because it is preferable to avoid large 
areas of solid metal. 

Considerable difficulty has been encountered 
in casting screws with suitable threads, and, in 
the implants fitted to date, tantalum skull plate 
screws have been used successfully. These 
screws are ideal for this purpose, measuring 
6 mm. < 24 mm. with heads suitable for 
countersinking. 

A pattern is made using preformed wax mesh 
for the base, and the posts are built up on this. 
The canine pests are 2 mm. in diameter at the 
base and taper slightly. They must be parallel 
to each other and to the molar abutments 
which are shaped in such a way as to allow 
their being used to retain the superstructure 
(see fig. 1). The posts carrying the molar abut- 
ments are of such length as to allow for the 
thickness of the mucous membrane between 
the mesh and the base of the abutment. Finally, 
holes are made in the mesh and the edges 
slightly thickened and countersunk to receive 
the screws. 

The pattern is then invested and cast in 
chrome cobalt, the mesh being carefully sand- 
blasted and the abutments polished. The 
microscopical roughness of the surface after 
sandblasting permits a better retention by the 
fibrous tissue than does a highly polished 
surfac-. 

It is, of course, essential that the casting shall 
be without flaws or carbon spots, particularly in 
the region of the abutments. 


INSERTION OF THE IMPLANT 


The implant frame can be inserted about two 
to three weeks after the impression has been 
taken. It is not a difficult operation, but is 
nevertheless one which requires patience on the 
part of the operator and patient alike, par- 
ticularly for full implants. It is therefore usual 
to premedicate the patient and for this purpose 
seconal sodium is given, the average dose 
being 14 grains. 

Bilateral regional anesthesia is used. The 
mouth is swabbed with Cetavlon, the sterile 
implant is placed on the ridge and the position of 
the abutments and screw holes marked on the 
mucosa with a sharp probe, since it is important 
that the incision should pass centrally through 
all the points where the abutments will project 
through the mucosa. 

A clean incision is made following the crest of 
the ridge extending posteriorly about }in. 
short of the full extent of the implant frame. 
The mucoperiosteum is then gradually under- 
mined buccally, lingually and posteriorly with 
a sharp periosteal elevator. The undermining 
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and lifting of the flap should extend only just far 
enough to allow the re-sterilised implant to be 
inserted, when it will rest directly against the 
cortical bone. 

The screw holes are located and the bone is 
drilled with a No. 8 Rosehead bur, to a depth 
just short of the length of the screw, i.e. about 
5 mm. The drilling is performed with the bur 
running slowly under a saline jet. The screws 
are then inserted and gently tightened and the 
implant is thus seated to the bone as shown in 
fig. 3. The whole area is irrigated with normal

saline, insufflated with penicillin and sulphona- 
mide powder, and the wound carefully closed 
with interrupted silk sutures. Particular care 
is needed to close the lips of the wound in the 
region of the posts. 


POST-OPERATIVE CARE 
During the initial healing period the patient 
must be instructed to keep the mouth scrupu- 
lously clean and a soft mouth-brush is ideal for 
this purpose. Rinsing only is not sufficient as 
the implant abutments very quickly tend to

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become covered with soft tartar and to harbour 
food debris. Healing is ideally by first intention 
although it has been noticed that where sutures 
have pulled out, second intention healing does 
take place quite satisfactorily. The appearance 
when healing has taken place is shown in fig. 4. 

Some difficulty in eating will be experienced 
during the period before the implant denture 
proper is fitted, which is about two to three 
weeks, and it is as well to prescribe a soft diet 
during this time. 


THE DENTURE 

Before the implant frame is fitted thimbles are 
made in white gold which fit over the canine 
posts, and caps in the same metal are fitted over 
the molar abutments. Each molar cap incor- 
porates a clasp which acts on the buccal side 
of the chrome cobalt abutment and affords 
retention for the denture. The caps are tagged 
for attachment to the acrylic denture. Impres- 
sions can be taken after the implant frame has 
been in position for about one to two weeks. 
The gold caps are placed in position and an 
alginate impression is taken, the caps and 
thimbles being withdrawn in the impression. 
The technique then follows the normal pro- 
cedure for a full denture and the molar caps 
are built up with acrylic resin to the correct 
height. 

The choice of teeth is a difficult problem as 
acrylic teeth wear far more rapidly with an 
implant denture than with one which is tissue 
borne. Knowlton (1953) states that as the 
implant rests on the osseous structure and not 
the mucosa, greater biting forces can be exerted. 
Using a gnathodynamometer he showed that the 
increase in pressure could be as much as seven 
times greater with the implant than with soft 
tissue-borne dentures. 

In cases so far fitted, however, acrylic teeth 
have been used owing to their simplicity of con- 
struction and the comparative ease with which 
the denture can be re-made if there is undue wear. 
Fig. 5 shows the denture in position. 

The technique described is based partly on 
experience gained in a series of 6 experimental 
cases undertaken since March 1952, and is 
partly a modification of several techniques 
described by other workers in this field. 

The first 4 cases which were single tooth 
implants were ultimately failures and _ the 
prostheses were removed. 

[It was considered that these failed primarily 
due to the poor adaptation of the implant to the 
bone owing to attempts to avoid a two-stage 
operation.

This fault was remedied in the last 2 cases, 
the first of which was a small subperiosteal 
implant replacing an upper lateral incisor. The 
successful progress of this case prompted the 
fitting of a full lower implant which has now 
been satisfactorily in use for about six months. 
This patient has previously had seven full lower 
dentures, all of which were unsatisfactory. 
Since the implant denture was fitted he has been 
able to eat comfortably for the first time for over 
three years. 

It is appreciated that this is not by any means 
conclusive evidence that implant dentures are 
generally successful, but it is interesting to note 
that Lew (1953) in a progress report on full 
implant dentures states that 400 implants have 
been placed in the mouth (in the U.S.A.) for 
periods of time varying from six months to 
four and a half years. 

On the evidence at present available it appears 
that results are sufficiently encouraging to 
warrant further investigation, and the object of 
this paper is partly to stimulate discussion 
amongst others in this country who are working 
on similar lines. 

SUMMARY 

(1) Implant dentures are described. 

(2) The possibility of infection gaining access 
in the vicinity of the posts is discussed. Clinical 
and histologica! evidence suggest that this is not 
so likely as would at first appear to be the case. 

(3) The details of the construction and fitting 
of a full lower implant denture are given. 
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ABOUT FLUORINE! 
By LEWIS B. CORNER, L.D.S.Epin. 


IN selecting material for a paper on this 
subject the field presented is an enormous one. 
The accumulation of evidence has steadily 
mounted over the last five decades and to keep 
pace with all the findings would be a hard task; 
accordingly, in this brief paper only an attempt 
is made to give a cursory glance at the element 
and perhaps to hint at its potentialities as well 
as its past history. 

Since the time of Sir James Crichton Browne's 
forward-looking address to the British Dental 
Association in 1892, it would seem that the key 
to a reduction in the caries rate has been in our 
hands. The subject of that address is a matter of 
historical interest, for Crichton Browne spoke of 
the Increase of Dental Caries in England. 
When one considers that this occurred sixty-one 
years ago one may wonder at the laggard nature 
of dentists, and indeed of the nation, for Sir 
James actually told his audience, who were at 
that time still struggling with the inadequacies 
of the improved mineral teeth produced in 
sparkling shades graduated from yellow to de- 
pressing grey, but who were about to be en- 
couraged by the introduction of stained teeth 
for smokers, that a Dr. George Wilson had 
shown that fluorine was more widely distributed 
in nature than had been thought, but that it was 
sparingly present where it did occur, and that it 
could apparently find its way into the animal 
economy through the medium of siliceous 
grasses and the outer husks of grain. He stated 
that of all hard structures in the body the 
enamel of teeth contained the highest pro- 
portion of fluorine. Staggeringly enough the 
paper goes on to say that, as this was so, then a 
supply of fluorine was necessary while the teeth 
were developing, and that its deficiency must 
result in thin and inferior enamel! Not content 
with this statement, Sir James proceeded to 
deplore the dislike for gritty substances which 
ran parallel to the desire for soft and succulent 
food and the preference for refined white flour. 
He maintained that, by eliminating the husk of 


grain humanity had discarded the most im- 
portant source of the prized element. After a 
discussion of the enamel prisms the speaker 
went on to emphasise the need of expectant 
women and children for a reintroduction of the 
grain pellicles into their diet and finally expressed 
the pious hope that such a step might benefit the 
teeth of the next generation. 

A hush of some years followed this, then Dr. 
McKay, of Colorado Springs, and the ubi- 
quitous Dr. G. V. Black, began to devote 
systematic attention to peculiar white spots on 
enamel of teeth, the etiology of which was not 
understood. Their attention was called to the 
condition in Colorado Springs in 1907 when it 
was noticed that practically the entire native 
population were affected by this condition. In 
1909 Dr. Black had come to the conclusion that 
he had discovered a new lesion in the pathology 
of the teeth and bestowed upon it the name of 
mottled enamel. The condition was thought to 
be unique but gradually information became 
available that the lesions were much more 
widespread than had been thought and were in 
fact distributed over the earth. Joint papers by 
Black and McKay (1916) were presented on 
this subject and it is of interest to listen once 
again to G. V. Black’s remarks thus, “if the 
hidden cause of this lesion is to be found in the 
water it must be identified by other than the 
ordinary chemical analysis. Future work must 
be to search for the presence of some constituent 
heretofore undetected.”” Present-day knowledge 
shows how near the mark Black was. McKay 
(1951) later presented the results of further work 
on the subject. Black followed his line with all 
the assiduity of his nature. It appeared to him 
that mottled enamel had in fact a water relation- 
ship but the sources of water were diverse and 
widespread, and in the state of knowledge at 
that time proof was difficult. Mottling was 
associated with the consumption of water from 
shallow wells, mountain streams, lakes, from 
within mines and from water from lava for- 
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mations. Again it was in the Colorado area 
in 1915 that the first real clue of the water 
association arose. In a coal-mining town the 
water supply was pumped from the mines and it 
was noticed here that the mottling was the most 
severe yet encountered. Conclusive evidence, 
however, was ultimately obtained in three 
instances. In 1916 at Britton, in South Dakota, 
a change had been made some years previously 
from individual shallow wells to a deep bore 
well and the fact emerged that mottled enamel 
became endemic among children born sub- 
sequent to the change of supply. Again at 
Oakley in Idaho, when the town began using a 
warm spring as its water source mottled enamel 
became endemic though it had been unknown 
before. This was confirmed by examination as 
late as 1925 and the water supply was again 
changed (the first instance when a town’s water 
supply was changed to alleviate a dental con- 
dition). A re-examination in 1933 revealed that 
mottling had ceased in those born subsequent to 
the change. The third instance was the crucial 
one and occurred at Bauxite. Mottled enamel 
once more became endemic when the shallow 
wells were substituted by a deep bored well for 
municipal supply. This led directly to the 
discovery by H. V. Churchill (1931) (a name not 
altogether unknown in this country for its 


association with significant happenings), the 
Chief Chemist to the Aluminium Company of 
America, of fluoride in the water supply which, 
on analysis, showed a content of 14 p.p.m. 
This supply was associated with the extreme 


mottling. Churchill then proceeded to secure 
samples of water from districts where endemic 
fluorosis was found and, briefly, it appeared 
that where no endemic fluorosis existed, the 
fluorine content was below certain levels or 
negligible altogether. From the foregoing one 
can appreciate that the gradual collection of 
evidence from 1906 to 1931 laid “mottling” 
squarely at the door of water fluoride content. 
Further, and this is of far-reaching importance, 
the evidence showed that the mottling could only 
be acquired during the developmental period 
and, once acquired, was with the subject for life. 
An individual born where there is no water 
fluoride content will not show mottling even if 
he moves to an endemic area following the 
completion of the developmental phase. It was 
by this chain of circumstance that the link was 
forged between the water supply, the mottling of 
teeth, and fluorine. 

Particular attention was devoted to the fact 
that the caries experience rate was noticeably 
iower where fluorosis was present and this fact 
became the major purpose of the various studies 
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in the subject. The researches are too numerous 
to mention here, but one or two of them may be 
briefiy indicated: Bunting, Crowley, Hard and 
Keller (1928) in an area using a water supply con- 
taining 2-8 p.p.m. fluorine, and where endemic 
fluorosis was consequently present, recorded that 
the prevalence of dental caries was reduced and 
the lactobacillus count differed from that in other 
areas. They noted further that children in the 
area who were affected by caries showed the 
lesions principally in pits and fissures and that 
it seldom spread to other areas of the teeth. 
The importance of this early contribution has 
been reaffirmed by actual experiment and 
study. Again, Masaki (1931) noted a diminu- 
tion of caries in S.W. Japan associated with 
fluorosis, and in Argentina, Erausquin (1935) 
noticed a similar phenomenon, bestowing upon 
the mottled teeth the delightful name of 
“Dientes Veteados.”” His fellow countrymen, 
Pasqualini and Celli (1940 ) also made note that 
the teeth of recruits to the Argentinian Army 
from areas where there was endemic fluorosis 
showed an absence of decay. Before that time 
an examination of the teeth of children from 6 to 
14 years of age in 26 States in America was made 
by Messner, Gafafer, Cady and Dean (1936) 
and it was found that the caries rate (expressing 
the number of carious teeth per 100 children) 
where there was endemic fluorosis, was 201, 
where the fluorosis was sporadic the attack rate 
was 314 and in areas where no fluorosis existed 
the attack rate was said to be 415 or twice that 
where there was endemic fluorosis. 

From these early beginnings there commences 
a series of names of places and men associated 
with investigations, to name but a few we have 
Green Bay, Sheboygen, Brantford, Sarnia and, 
nearer home, South Shields, associated with 
the name of Dr. Weaver (1944), Bampton in Ox- 
fordshire, Murray and Wilson (1943), Maldon in 
Essex, Ainsworth (1933), the district of Somerset 
where Dagmar Wilson (1941) studied fluorosis 
and so on. Among the many who have engaged 
themselves in research on this subject there 
occur to one such names as Day (1940) of the 
Kasur study, when children of that area in 
India, which showed a water fluorine content of 
up to 64 p.p.m., presented a 96 per cent 
mottling of permanent teeth and a 54 per cent 
mottling of the deciduous teeth, and where the 
caries-free figure was 42 per cent in comparison 
with the 5-9 per cent of the children of the 
neighbouring © fluorine-free Lahore; Ockerse 
(1941) who must also be mentioned for his 
research on this subject and his contribution on 
the Warmbath and Pilandsburg areas of the 
Transvaal where the water supply shows up to 
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THIS comprehensive handbook, which has been received with 
unqualified enthusiasm by the professional press, provides for 
dental practitioners and students a concise account of the legal, 
ethical and financial problems inherent in the practice of den- 
tistry.

In the chapters in Part I dealing with the Dentist and the 
State, a certain amount of repetition has purposely been intro- 
duced to promote ready assimilation of the facts. Particular 
attention has been paid to the disciplinary powers of the Dental 
Board. The administrative organisation of the various branches 
of the Public Health Services is fully explained and one section 
deals in detail with the disciplinary procedure applicable to 
dentists in the General Dental Services. 


Problems arising out of a dentist’s relationship with his 
patient are answered here and much information is included on 
the subjects of negligence, the special position of patients under 
twenty-one, professional fees and other questions which arise 
frequently in the day-to-day practice of dentistry. 
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The ethics of the profession receive special attention and 
dentists appearing in court for the first time will be helped 
considerably by the chapter “ Courts of Law and Legal 
Procedure.” An interesting feature is the chapter on identification 
by teeth and jaws. 

The chapters covered by Part III have been compiled in the 
belief that they will provide the practitioner with useful informa- 
tion on the complicated subjects of income tax and superannua- 
tion; and a number of appendices enhance the usefulness of the 
volume as a book of reference. 
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16:7 p.p.m., and where there was described 
evidence of chronic fluoride poisoning; Jay 
(1942), Arnold (1943), Bunting and Palmerlee 
(1925), who have all carried out investigations 
on the presence and action of fluorides in the 
water supply and their relationship to caries. 

It might be of practical interest to make a 
short reference here to a lactobacillus count 
which was an important feature of the Galesburg 
and Quincey experiments. The results of exami- 
nation of saliva samples (taken by supplying 
a number of children with paraffin pellets which 
they chewed vigorously, and thereafter en- 
couraging the young guinea-pigs to spit into 
sterile bottles, an exercise which, no doubt, 
gave the children that desirable feeling that 
pleasure was being discreetly mixed with a 
service to science) showed that in Galesburg 
(fluoride content 1-9 p.p.m.) only 15 per cent of 
the lactobacillus counts were over 30,000 
whereas in Quincey (0-1 p.p.m.) 52 per cent of 
the counts were over 30,000. 

When we come to consider the position at 
present day we are all well aware of the more 
recent activities in fluoridation and of the 
excellent work put in by the mission to the 
U.S.A. of our own representatives, who have 
recently produced a most informative and 


exhaustive report on the dental potentialities of 
this element which well repays the trouble of 


reading. From a point of view of our possible 
involvement in discussions on this subject it is 
well that we should have some small knowledge 
of the chemical group and occurrence in nature 
of this member of the halogens. Its fellow 
members chlorine, bromine and iodine have 
achieved some notoriety in the world of com- 
merce and medicine. Chlorine is already used 
in water chemistry and bromine has long been 
used in drugs, photography, etc. Iodine, in 
addition to its dental and surgical uses, has 
long been known in its general application to the 
human economy. What then do we know of 
fluorine ? 

Fluorine, discovered by the French Chemist, 
Moisson, in 1886, is especially found in the 
igneus rock formations occurring as fluorspar, 
fluorapatite, or fluorite—all fluorides of calcium. 
It occurs in the vast Karoo formations or 
sediments underlying the greater part of Africa, 
and it also occurs in the soils and rocks of the 
endemic regions, while it is present in sea-water 
at a level of about | p.p.m. Calcium fluoride is 
of low solubility but it enters the water of 
certain areas as such and, after a process of 
double decomposition with sodium salts the 
highly. soluble and readily ionising sodium 
fluorides appear. Fluorine (its atomic weight is 
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19 so that it is only slightly heavier than oxygen) 
is the most active element known and it can be 
separated from its compounds only with 
difficulty. The most common occurrence is as 
one or other of the calcium fluorides, many of 
which have long been used as fluxes owing to 
their comparatively low melting point. The 
acid can be prepared as a gas but can be con- 
densed by freezing to a colourless liquid which 
boils at —20°. Like the other halogen acids it 
is readily soluble in water and the acid so pre- 
pared attacks silicon and the silicates forming 
silicon fluoride, it also directly attacks sodium 
silicate with formation of sodium fluoride. [n 
connexion with the chemistry of fluorides it may 
be of use to mention here some of the com- 
pounds of fluorine currently used in water 
fluoridation. The most popular at the moment 
in America are sodium fluoride (NaF) and 
sodium silicofluoride (Na,Si F,). The latter is 
replacing the former on account of cheapness 
(as quoted in the Report of the United Kingdom 
Mission). Other forms of fluorine in use (and 
mentioned in the United Kingdom Report) are 
hydrofluosilicic acid which, quoting the same 
source, is growing in popularity, hydrofluoric 
acid, which no doubt you will remember for its 
property of etching glass, has only been used in 
one instance, possibly due to the danger of 
overdosage; the populace being quite prepared 
to admire the beauty of etched glass, but being 
no doubt hesitant of admiration in respect of 
similar etching on their intestinal tracts. The 
low solubility of calcium fluoride and _ its 
pernicious tendency to form incrustation on 
water pipes rules out its use. Stannous fluoride 
has been described as more effective than 
either sodium fluoride or sodium silicofluoride 
but no satisfactory tests of its safety have yet 
been carried out. 

Mention has already been made of the salivary 
analysis in the lactobacillus counts and to 
summarise this feature it may be said that the 
lactobacillus count varies inversely with the 
fluorine content of the water supply. 

Armstrong and Brekhus (1937) of Minnesota 
University gave their attention to the chemical 
analysis of both sound and carious enamel. It 
was at first thought that the enamel of both 
sound and carious teeth showed little or no 
difference in chemical constitution, but the 
minute analysis by reliable micro methods of 
elements which occur in very small quantities 
showed a most interesting state of affairs. This 
micro method was used as a comparison of the 
fluorine content of sound and carious teeth. In 
this analysis all carious dentine was excluded 
and the results showed that enamel from 50 
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sound teeth examined showed a fluorine content 
of 9-O111 per cent while the enamel from 
carious teeth showed a mean content of 0-0069 
per cent. In the case of dentine the mean of the 
fluorine content of sound teeth was 0-0169 per 
cent while the dentine from unsound teeth 
showed a mean of 0-0158 per cent. 

It was found that the enamel of carious teeth 
contained less fluorine than the enamel of sound 
teeth, even though both samples came from the 
same person. As a point of interest it should be 
added that, using the same methods, it was 
discovered that mottled teeth showed an 
enamel fluorine content of 0-0250 per cent and 
severely mottled teeth showed 0-0357 per cent. 

If we view reports of the most serious cases of 
high level intake producing untoward symptoms, 
for example the examination of 10 cases in the 
Madras presidency, by Shortt, McRobert, 
Barnard and Nayar (1937), where there was 
found immobility of the spine, stiffness of joints, 
fixation of the ribs with abdominal breathing, 
along with calcification of some of the ligaments 
and tendons and with osteophytic outgrowths of 
the column causing nervous symptoms by pres- 
sure on the cord—in short all the symptoms of 
toxic fluorosis; or if we view the work of Speder 
(1936) in North Africa on exostosis and osteo- 
sclerosis, or the few cases in Pretoria (6 in 
number examined) where ossification of nearly 
all vertebre had occurred, a condition known as 
bamboo spine, along with osteophytic out- 
growths on the rib borders, greatly increased 
density of bone, and ossification of muscle 
attachments; we find that these cases all occurred 
in tropical surroundings where the climatic 
condition profoundly affected the water intake 
and fluid loss, all were likely to suffer more or 
less from imbalance of diet and more than 
likely general malnutrition, and finally all had 
been exposed to drinking water containing 
between 10 and 12 p.p.m. of fluorine. Taking 
into account recent experimental work and the 
differing climatic and nutritional factors in- 
volved in Britain, it would seem that there 
would be little risk of the same dangers in this 
country at the level of dosage suggested. 

Recently Demole and Held (1953) published 
a paper on Fluorosis and Health showing that 
the population of Sembrancher (a village in 
Switzerland), both indigenous and immigrant, 
exposed to drinking water containing I—1-4 mg. 
of fluorine per litre showed no difference in their 
state of health, or in their susceptibility to 
disease, when compared with the inhabitants of 
neighbouring districts where the fluorine content 
of the water was negligible. Yet the Sembrancher 
inhabitants have a low caries incidence even 
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though their standard of oral hygiene is in- 
different. 

If investigations such as these mentioned be 
coupled with other findings in this respect and 
with the increasing mass of evidence in the 
United States and Canada, it would appear that 
the launching of a scheme here on a national 
scale is called for. Reviewing matters from the 
time of Sir James Crichton Browne's address in 
1892 to the present day one may well ask, 
what we are waiting for? Well, it is the habit 
of the people of these islands not to rush into 
large-scale adventures without reasonable and 
solid preparation. With all our attendant 
difficulties it is natural to clamour for imple- 
mentation of fluoridation schemes—the delay

A LOWER 8 FLAP RETRACTOR 
By R. W. HELSHAM, B.D.S., F.D.S. R.C.S. 


Tue difficulty of access presented in all cases of 
extraction of unerupted lower third molars prompted 
me to develop a retractor which gives good access 
for instrumentation and at the same time provides 
good vision of the operating area.

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The retractor (figs. 1 and 2) is light and easy to 
handle, is just as useful in the surgery as in the 
theatre and is made in right and left patterns.

It simultaneously holds back the lower 8 flap, 
the cheek and the corner of the mouth. 

By adjusting the angle at which the retractor is 
held, the flap may be retracted either downwards 
and outwards, upwards and backwards, or in any 
position in between, while the cheek and lip retrac- 
tion is constant. 

When the retractor is in use, the blunt surface 
immediately behind the serrated edge, or teeth, of 
the retractor rests on the bare bone. The teeth are 
to prevent the flap from slipping only, thus prevent- 
ing any trauma to the flap, which is held gently out 
of the way during operations. The 200 cases on 
which I have used this retractor have resulted in 
only one case of delayed healing. 

The gap between the corner of the mouth and the 
cheek retractor (approx. | in.) allows as full access 
for chisels or handpieces as is possible for the 
mouth upon which the operation is being conducted. 

The retractor may be held by an assistant or by 
the operator, or if the operator is working single 
handed, the hole in the middle of the handle allows 
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the retractor to be held in position with the little 
finger only. This leaves the thumb and index 
fingers free to hold a chisel. 

It may be used with ease on the conscious patient, 
who finds it quite comfortable and not fatiguing 
However, in all cases it is recommended that the 
corner of the mouth be lightly vaselined, prior to 
commencing, as a routine precaution, as some 
stretching of the corner of the mouth must occur in 
all lower third molar operations.

APICECTOMY WITH THE TREPHINE 
By A. E. PARROTT, L.D.S.ENa. 


THe last words upon apicectomy as a fine art 
have already been said by such authorities as 
Thompson (1949), but those less generously endowed 
with operative ability might welcome a device which 
could enable them to perform some apicectomies 
with less time, trouble, and trauma than the con- 
ventional approach. 

No originality is claimed for using the trephine in 
root-resection: its simplicity and effectiveness make 
it incredible that somebody has not thought of it 
before: but the writer has been unable to find 
reference to it in the scanty literature on the subject 
at his immediate command. Some difficulty was 
experienced in finding a suitable instrument, but 
after experimenting with two trephines of conti- 
nental origin lent by Mr. W. George Cross, one 
was made by Messrs. Avimo, of Taunton. The 
design and dimensions will be clear from the 
appended full-size drawings, but neither are con- 
sidered critical. At first, a very long shank, such as 
obtains on most surgical burs, was used, but 
experience showed such difficulty of control, due to 
wobble, that it was considerably shortened, and the 
present length gives adequate stability. 

The writer adopts the following procedure: When 
the root-canal has been fully reamed, but before 
filling, a piece of stainless steel wire is inserted as 
far as possible, and a distinctive kink made in it at 
the level of the incisal edge of the tooth. A radio- 
graph is then taken with the wire in situ: this wire 
serves as a guide to the level of the incision, and the 
radiograph is but to confirm that the apex has in 
fact been reached in the course of root-treatment 
If the wire is seen to be short of the apex, reaming 
must, of course, be resumed until it is reached or 
perforated. The canal is then filled. After anes- 
thetising and superficially sterilising the area of 
operation, the wire is held against the gum, the 
kink against the incisal edge and the length of the 


wire following the line of the root. In an upper

come half a centimetre below the end of the wire: 
this arbitrary distance appears to fit all cases, in- 
cluding those in which the roots slope sharply 
backwards. It is suggested that the incision should 
extend about a centimetre either side of the centre. 
The incision is made with the broad No. 40 Exner 
knife. The same instrument reflects the flap, and, 
transferred to the left hand, retracts it. The assistant 
then directs a spray of water on to the exposed bone, 
and the trephine, rotating fast, is placed against the 
bone. It is mort at first held squarely against the 
surface, or it will tend to skate embarrassingly 
over a wide area, but at an acute angle to it so that the 
first part of the circumference to touch the bone is at 
‘six o'clock,” as close as possible to the lower 
border of the incision. Thus will full control of the 
intial entry into the bone be assured. As soon as it 
has fairly entered the outer plate, the handpiece is 
slowly raised, the trephine rotating fast the while, 
until it is at right-angles to the root. It is pressed 
gently home: it cuts remarkably quickly and smooth- 
ly, and the sense of touch indicates the rate at which 
it should be fed in. Contact with the root itself can 
be distinctly felt, when the pressure should be 
slightly increased. When it is felt to have passed 
through the root, it is withdrawn still rotating 
\ sharp apical elevator is inserted into the cut, and 
the circular plug of bone levered out. Usually the 
resected apex comes with it, but must sometimes be 
picked out afterwards. Any necessary curetting is 
done with a spoon excavator or surgical bur, and 
the wound securely sutured. As the whole opera- 
tion has been done under a spray of water, no 
irrigation of the cavity is called for. 

This routine is followed in all cases where 
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‘tailoring * of the root is unnecessary—i.e. where 
loss of attachment on both sides is equal or is so 
slight as to justify resection at an arbitrary distance 
of about 5 mm. from the apex. When tailoring is 
necessary, the trephine is used to remove the 
window of bone exposing the apex and trimming 
carried out with burs. The fact that the root-surface 
when cut with the trephine is very slightly curved 
seems to have no untoward influence upon healing. 
Experiments upon dried jaws show the resected 
root surface to be absolutely flush with the adjacent 
bone surface to a degree unattainable with burs or 
chisel, and one feels, without being able to support 
it by histological evidence, that this is probably a 
good thing. 

So far, this technique has not been used in other 
than the six upper and eight lower anterior teeth, 
and difficulty of access will doubtless preclude its 
use further back in the mouth. None of the snags 
at first anticipated has been encountered: the 
trephine shows no ambition to become intertwined 
with the mucoperiosteum, its diameter is sufficiently 
small to ensure that the adjacent teeth are not 
included in the operation, and there is not the 
slightest tendency to jam during cutting through 
bone or tooth. It is believed that the extreme 
rapidity with which the whole operation can be 
carried out will generally commend itself, and as 
far as post-operative pain is concerned, the writer 
has had no occasion to prescribe more than his 
routine sedative in the 31 cases dealt with to date 

The trephine has also proved it of use in 
exposing buried root-fragments and canines in 
the palate; and if a model which can be efficiently 
used and controlled in a contra-angle handpiece 
could be devised, its uses in such fields would 
doubtless be extended.

A SIMPLE GOTHIC ARCH TRACING 
APPARATUS 


By SURGEON LIFUTENANT (D) P. J. F. WOODROOPF.

THIS apparatus has been modified from that 
described by T. C. Graty (1953). The advantage 
over the tracer designed by Gysi (1910) is that the 
tracing point is within the arch 1 consequently 
does not tend to dislodge the bite blocks

whilst the upper plane is recessed for an acrylic 
disc. The acrylic disc may be easily made by 
placing a flat piece of metal below the recess and 
filling with self-polymerising acrylic.

Orthodontic Note 


Immediate Space Retention and Anchorage 


IN the case reported here the two lower second pre- 
molars were congenitally absent and it was desired to 
preserve the space for these teeth. The following pro- 
cedure results in a space retainer being made in a very 
short time. Stainless steel bands are made for the first 
molars and first premolars, then the space between these 
two teeth is measured and a band made to occupy it. 
The medial surface of the molar band is marked (with a 
white cuticle nail pencil) mid-way between the buccal and 
lingual surfaces. Then the long axis of the cylindrical 
tube is lined parallel with the long axis of the molar and 
the cylinder is welded to the molar band at the point 
marked. The molar band and cylinder are replaced in 
the mouth and the distal surface of the first premolar is 
marked mid-way between the buccal and lingual surfaces 
The parts are removed from the mouth and a single weld 
is made between the surface of the cylinder and the mark 
on the premolar band. The appliance is replaced in the 
mouth and with digital pressure adapted more accurately 
by pressing the cylinder on the buccal and lingual sur- 
faces until it sits passively. The appliance is removed 
and both joints welded for reinforcement. The edentu- 
lous area cylinder is cut short of occlusion to allow for the 
self-curing acrylic which is used; the cylinder is overtilled, 
the buccal and lingual surfaces covered for esthetic and 
retentive effect and space retainer placed in the mouth 
A piece of moistened cellophane is placed over the acrylic, 
and the patient told to close the mouth, the area being 
kept dry throughout the operation The acrylic is 
allowed to set for tive minutes, the appliance is removed 
and a further fifteen minutes allowed for 
Trim the gingival area for approximal cleansing and 
spot grind the appliance into occlusion.

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DENTAL HOSPITALS 


DENTISTRY is a profession of a particularly 
arduous nature and as the proportion of con- 
servative work grows so tke strain, both mental 
and physical, increases. It may be that in days 
to come, when dental medicine supersedes 
dental surgery, we shall be able to sit behind a 
desk, listen to the patient telling his tale of woe, 
in severe cases make an examination, and then 
give the appropriate advice, adding as a rider 
that he must return if he does not feel that he is 
getting bettei. 

Such an existence, which seems idyllic at the 
moment, will probably have its disadvantages. 
Difficulties and responsibilities may arise which 
are unseen or not fully appreciated today, for 
all work involving the treatment of human 
beings in ill-health involves strains of which 
only the practitioner is aware; but compared 
with the physical strain of having to position 
oneself to one’s work for long periods of time, 
and the mental strain of working to exacting 
limits On an apprehensive patient, the possi- 
bility of confining oneself to the 
advice, while comfortably seated, and after due 
time for thought, seems almost to suggest a life 
of idleness. 

Unfortunately, it is doubtful if we shall ever 
arrive at such an idyllic existence. It seems more 
probable that our advice to the patient will 
continue to be concerned not so much with 
what he himself shall do, as with what he will 
permit us to de to him; that having advised him 
that surgery is needed we shall continue to 
proceed, in almost every case, to ao the surgery 
ourselves in the operating room we have pro- 
vided, assisted by the staff which we have 
trained and which we pay, in many cases 
obtaining by our own equipment the X-ray 
evidence we need, and either giving or arranging 
for there to be given any anesthetic which is 
necessary. 


The surgical treatment is frequently bloodless, 


giving of 


but rt is done on an organ of exquisite sensitivity 
whose position and hardness introduce special 
difficulties. We become so accustomed to work 
ing in difficult circumstances that we regard 
it as a normal state of affairs, forgetting that the 
cegree of difficulty to which we have pecome 
acclimatised is normal only to us and not to any 
other type of general practice. Similarly, we 
become accustomed, almost to forgetfulness, 
to the fact that within the health service we are 
the only general practitioners who provide 
‘surgeries’ within the proper sense of the 
word, with a range of apparatus, instruments 
and anesthetic facilities unknown anywhere 
else outside a hospital. 


We, in fact, provide and maintain miniature 
hospitals; the only hospitals within the service 
where the cost to the Government for treatment 
given to the patient has twice been substantially 
reduced. This reduction is not the reflection of 
a reauction in cost to the practitioner either in 
capital outlay or maintenance expenses, for 
both of these increase. If it is the reflection of 
anything it is of that which the State can do to 
a proression once it has got it firmly within 
Its grasp. 

Dentistry is one of the walks of life which 
tend to produce individualists. Dentists, in the 
main, do not want their private hospitals to be 
taken over by the State; they prefer to run them 
themselves. This is fortunate, because as there are 
10,000 dentists in the service a million pounds 
would be required for every unit of one hundred 
pounds necessary to provide premises and equip- 
ment for one practitioner, and that unit would 
scarcely provide the basis of a beginning 

We are therefore likely to keep our hospitals, 
wherein we provide the nearest thing to a co! 
prehensive general practitioner service which the 
State at present knows, requiring a range of 
clinical acumen and skilled craftsmanship ot 
which the State does not seem to be aware 


Dental Board Health Propaganda 
A RECENT reception held by the Dental Board 
provided an opportunity for members of the Press 
to see for the first time the whole of the current 
material prepared by the Dental Health Education 
Committee of the Board. The effect was quite 
impressive. It was clear that the Press was interested 
both in the exhibition itself and in the response to an 
invitation to questions after short addresses by the 
Chairman of the Board, Sir Wilfred Fish, and the 
Chairman of the Dental Health Education Com- 
mittee, Mr. Ballard. One of the most constant 
comments was on the variety of the work done with 
the very small outlay available. Surprise was 
expressed by Press representatives on the fact that 
on a matter so vital to public health the initiative 
should have been left entirely to the Dental Board 
It was difficult for Press representatives to under- 
stand why dental health propaganda should have to 
be paid for out of the surpluses provided by the 
registration fees of members of the dental profession 
and especially why the responsible Government 
departments should not have found it possible to 
spend a reasonable sum on such vital work. If only 
this were done, the effectiveness cf the propaganda 
could without doubt be tremendously increased, 


Dentistry and Chronic Illness 

THe American Dental Association’s Council on 
Dental Health has issued a report on * The Role of 
Dentistry in Chronic Hlness.”” In several places the 
fact is stressed that the dentist may have the first 
opportunity of observing symptoms because he sees 
the patient regularly, and it states that data from 
one large hospital showed that 60 per cent of 
patients with oral cancer had consulted a dentist first. 
Nutritional disorders and occupational diseases 
exhibit, in many cases, symptoms either on the 
teeth or the soft tissues. To quote the report: 
** Dentists trained and experienced in the recogni- 
tion of suspected symptoms, not only in the mouth 
but on most exposed surfaces of the dental patient's 
body, are in a position to refer such patients to 
properly qualified specialists for early diagnosis and 
treatment.” The Committee suggests that * special 
post-graduate courses for dentists in the area of 
chronic illness might prove to be profitable in 
helping to relieve the general problems of chronic 
illness in the nation.’ The fact that the dentist has 
his mind and his attention fixed upon the teeth and 
their supporting structures tends to lessen his 
observation of other visible areas, and this sugges- 
tion of post-graduate courses on the recognition of 
early symptoms of general chronic illness is one 
which could prove of considerable value.

Sir,—Dr. Leatherman has read my words too literally.

ALGINATE OR PLASTER ? 


Sir,—My letter of February 16, 1954, in your journal 
advocating plaster of Paris as the ideal impression material 
has brought to light the fact that although most dentists 
prefer it for edentulous mouths, they fight shy of it for 
partial cases. 

Mr. S. Turner seems to have found the reason for this 
in that “it broke into a thousand pieces and a search 
was necessary for fragments in the dust-bin and down 
the spittoon.”” Even allowing for rhetorical exaggeration, 
I feel that his technique in the taking of the impression 
must have been faulty. If the tray is removed first, 
(incredible as it may seem, this is not always done), and 
the plaster scientifically sectioned along pre-selected 
Cleavages, the fragments should be quite few. If the 
plaster is hard, it is impossible, on reassembling, to see 
the join with a magnifying glass, and the resultant model 
will be a perfect replica of the mouth. 

Mr. S. H. Hillman finds a use for plaster where 
impressions of undercuts are not needed. My use for it 
is precisely the opposite—the more gross the undercuts, 
the more need for a material which can be broken out 
laterally from under the overhang and then reassembled. 
No alginate, that I know of, can avoid tearing when the 
next-in-line teeth to a gap have almost approximated at 
the cutting edges. It is beside the point to say that 
perhaps the model is not required bere. In considering 
the merits of the two materials, plaster will take it; 
alginate will not. 

One of the beauties of a plaster impression, in my 
opinion, is a freedom from anxiety about the fit of a 
finished denture. With alginate, whether the impression 
is removed with a two-handed jerk, back and front of 
the tray, or whether gentle suasion is employed, it will 
stick on occasions. The impression looks all right—the 
model looks all right—but the resultant denture may be 
all wrong (mostly with the occlusal rests). There is no 
possible way of making sure that one has a perfect

impression. On the other hand, if by misfortune, a small 
fragment of plaster is mislaid, one can see exactly where 
the fault lies and make allowances. 

Alginates undoubtedly have their place in prosthetics 
where exact accuracy is not required, say in plastic cases 
with wire bands. It is certainly an improvement on 
“compo.” But where Mr. S. H. Hillman looks for 
“precision accuracy necessary in a cast denture base 
design,”’ he would do better to go back to the * bad old 
days * of Mr. S. Turner and use plaster. 

I find, among my colleagues, that | am by no means a 
reactionary in using plaster. Very many of the “™ pre- 
cisionists ”’ still employ it. When Mr. S. H. Hillman 
states that “we must progress along the road to a perfect 
impression material,’’ we are inclined to say that it has 
already arrived—many, many years ago.

THE SOIL ASSOCIATION 

Sirn,—Members of the British Dental Association may 
be interested to know that the Haughley Research Farms. 
one of the activities of The Soil Association, have been 
successful through private generosity, including gifts of 
its own members in many lands, in obtaining £35,500. 
Research can thus continue for a further three years 
during which time the Association’s aim is to seek a 
Carnegie or a Nuffield to endow the proposed Ecological 
Research Foundation for which an initial sum of £120,000 
is needed. 

The E.R.F. will promote more extensive research 
founded on the Soil Association’s long and struggling 
years of preparatory work. This has consisted of fourteen 
years of stabilisation by fully recorded treatments (the 
stockless, the orthodox and the organic systems) of 
soils, seeds and animal stock by at least three farming 
rotations in the three rigidly separate farms at Haughley 
near Stowmarket. This means that it is establishing soils, 
seeds and animals in known farm-scale environments 
for at least three generations of seed and stoc 

We hope that dental science will instantly recognise a 
degree of control for nutrition experiments which was 
never before available to it. Whilst the cause of dental 
caries is still unknown it must be directly related to the 
environment. The neglected science of ecology lays it 
down as a discipline that anv investigation confined to a 
fraction of an environment or the usual haphazard 
fractions of several environments carries only the value 
of unrepeatable experiments. Such dental investigations 
must therefore take into account data of the whole 
ecological community of wrich man is a member. 

Significant “* pointers ** have for some time appeared 
in the Haughley Reports and during the next three years 
these indications may develop into real evidence which 
perchance we hope may be picked up by sectionalised

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RADIOPACITY OF PLASTIC DENTURES 

Sir,—The disturbing report by a well known consultant 
radiologist (B.D.J., March 16, 1954) will move us to 
concern. The case is of particular interest to me, for it 
is not long ago, as time goes, that the * ornate embellish- 
ments * of my denture work attracted some criticism from 
a practitioner of some eminence. Very early upon the 
introduction of non-opaque resinous denture materials, 
I became convinced of the need for the insertion within 
the denture, of some X-ray opaque material, and it has 
since been my practice to include, during processing, 
some form of gold inset which is positioned and extended 
to certain specified points of the appliance. With the 
additional advantage of a simple picture of the dental 
plate together with a key to the design of the inset, the 
radiologist has, on more than one occasion, been 
enabled to locate the object with amazing speed and 
accuracy, and, further, to establish all relationships 
relevant to the surrounding tissues without the delay 
which at times, unavoidably attends 
these cases. In my view, the whole matter is one of great 
urgency, and demands the immediate attention of all 
concerned,

Sirk,—I am writing to support Mr. W. Johnston 
Craig in his plea for the incorporation of some radiopaque 
material in small plastic dentures (B.D.J., March 16). 

For some years it has been my practice to insert two or 
three lengths (about an inch long) of diagnostic wire in 
all small partial plastic dentures which do not carry 
clasps. I use very thin Cascowyte wire. The wires can 
conveniently be hidden underneath the teeth in some 
situations, but it is important to insert at least two 
lengths, so that if, by mischance, the denture is broken 
and a portion swailowed or inhaled, that portion can be 
located by X-ray. 

It would, of course, be far better if the manufacturers 
of plastic radiopaque 
substance with the powder, and I hope research is going 
on to this end. 

I am amazed, and indeed horrified, by the number of 
patients who habitually sleep with their plastic dentures 
in situ—most of them maintaining that they do so on the 
advice of their dentist. I feel strongly that every prac- 
titioner should carefully patients the risk 
involved in this dangerous and unhygienic habit.

PRAXIS. Vol. II. Pharmacology, Rontgenology, 
Microbiology, Conservative Therapy. Munich: Urban 
& Schwarzenberg. 1953, Pp. 160. Price 22 DM. 


This second issue of the Textbook is, like the former 
one, only a part of the second volume. It deals with 
pharmacology by itself. 

Materia medica is one of the oldest aspects of medicine 
which attracted those who had to treat the sufferers 
from toothache. The study of the healing herbs is one 
of remote antiquity. 

The authors, Professors L. Lendle, and R. Weigmann 
of Gottingen, deal intimately and exhaustively with all 
aspects of pharmacology, physiological, pathological and 
therapeutical. As this subject enters into every side of 
dental practice it is one of paramount importance. As 
each new discovery emerges there must be a demand for 
intimate knowledge of the subject. This finds support 
especially in the sphere of antibiotics, where their 
wonderful, almost magical, effects have occluded their 
dangerous or even fatal results. In this treatise will be 
found the answer to many questions of this description, 
for it treats them with thoroughness, at the same time 
with interest. 

The printing is excellent, even the small print can be 
read with ease and it is well illustrated.

INLAYS AND ABUTMENTS. By Jacob R. Schwartz, 
D.D.S. New York: Dental Items of Interest Pub- 
lishing Co. Inc. London: Henry Kimpton. 1953. 
Pp. 478 and xiv. Price 60s. 

A characteristic common in American textbooks 
which reach this country is the palpable enthusiasm of 
the author for his subject. This volume runs true to 
form. Dr. Schwartz plunges into details of cavity 
nomenclature, instrument nomenclature, computations 
of possible cavity preparations, operative positions at 
the chair, and a new classification of cavities, with all 
the zest of an expert on familiar ground. 

It might, perhaps, be expected that an operator who 
had reached the stage when inlays and abutments had 
become of interest and importance to him, would have a 
fairly firm grasp of much that is detailed at such length 
in the beginning of this work. The inexperienced operator 
might well find himself nettled by such detail unless he 
wished to follow the author movement by movement. 

Those who are familiar with Dr. Schwartz’s other 
works will expect a high standard of illustration. Indeed, 
this book is well illustrated in the Schwartz manner, 
with the exception of a minority of line drawings which 
have an unfamiliar clumsiness about them. Is it unfair 
to comment that some of the crowns shown have a 
bulbousness and rotundity not commonly found in 
nature? Such a form certainly favours the deep-cut 


retentive cavity, so much easier of illustration than of 


reproduction in the mouth. The occasional misplaced 
legend lends a touch of puzzlement and conjecture. 


Some chapters, such as those dealing with the 
Richmond and dowel crowns, come as a slight surprise 
until one recalls the appearance and permanence of 
these restorations as abutments. It is of importance 
that the value of these techniques, modified only by the 
introduction of more recent materials and methods, 
should not be lost. 

The latter half of the book consists of a consideration 
of impression methods, including hydrocolloid tech- 
nique, and a detailed review of all the important points 
in casting methods and materials. If, on account of the 
rarity of many of these materials except to the fortunate 
few, some of the methods are of little more than academic 
interest at the present time, it can at least be claimed that 
many principles fundamental to all laboratory tech- 
niques are well treated. Such technicalities are, in the 
long run the essential complement to conscientious and 
painstaking chairside procedures. 

An extensive bibliography gives an excellent summary 
of books and articles covering the whole field of crown 
and bridgework ; even the glossary provides entertaining 
and informative reading. This volume then, is one of 
considerable interest to those whose inclinations have 
already taken them into inlay and bridgework: it is not 
of course, a complete treatise on those subjects. It 
might have been condensed by the exclusion of some 
detail, but it is well done. Incidentally, for its size, it 
is one of the heaviest books I have ever handled.

Electron Microscopic Observations on Bacterial Nuclei. 
Views on the existence of nuclei in bacteria range from 
one extreme, that bacteria have no nuclei, to the other, 
that they consist of naked nuclei. Histological demonstra- 
tion of bacterial nuclei has been hindered by the presence 
in bacterial cytoplasm of an abundance of ribonucleic 
acid (RNA) which stains strongly with ‘‘nuclear” stains. 
Nuclei have been demonstrated after removal of the 
RNA by dilute acids or ribonuclease. Recently a tech- 
nique of thin sectioning of acrylic embedded bacteria and 
a modified Feulgen stain in which silver is precipitated on 
the deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) of nuclei have made 
possible the examination of the internal architecture of 
bacterial Ten representative crographs 
illustrate the findings. Well defined nuclei are seen in 
staphylococcus aureus and paracolon bacillus, the 
organisms examined. Nuclear division wa 
dividing staphylococci but the existence of true 
was not proven. In bacilli, fingers of cytoplasm protruded 
into the nuclei, a feature greatly accentu 
resting bacteria. The significance of the nucleus 
plasm ratio in relation to cell 
Nuclear identification is considered 1 
morphological and chemical 
behaviour at cell division. 

The author tentatively suggests that there are 
main levels of nuclear’? organisation (excluding 
conditions in those small viruses which contain no 
DNA). These are: (a) co-existence of DNA and RNA 
without structural adjuncts, e.g. chromosomes, clearly 
distinguishable from cytoplasm. This arrangement is 
presumed to exist in many small and medium-sized 
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viruses. (6) Localisation of DNA and nuclear RNA in 
special structures, e.g. chromosomes and nucleoli, within 
a moderately well defined nucleus which divides amitotic- 
ally. This condition probably exists in the bacteria here 
described and possibly in some large viruses. (c) The 
animal and plant condition in which a fully differentiated 
nucleus divides by mitosis. Evaluation of this suggested 
classification must await further refinements of cyto- 
chemical techniques.—Braprirtp, J. R. G. (1954) 
Nature, 173, 184.

rising charge upon it can be avoided while providing 
for the maintenance of an adequate Service; and to 
make recommendations.”

Recent findings suggest 
that the reason for the lack of success in the prevention 
of decay by six-monthly treatments of oral hygiene, 
silver nitrate and sodium fluoride, lies in the early onset 
of caries in the permanent teeth. As a result, the present 
series is investigating clinical control for decay.”

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BRITISH SOCIETY OF DENTAL HYPNOTISTS 

ON February 2, 1954, the British Society of Dental 
Hypnotists held their third meeting at which Dr. Gordon 
Ambrose, late Assistant Psychiatrist, Prince of Wales 
Hospital, Tottenham, and Vice-President of the British 
Society of Medical Hypnotists gave a lecture entitled 
** Hypnosis and the Problems of Childhood.” 

Dr. Ambrose covered a wide range in his ninety-minute 
lecture and opened his talk by recording the early 
history of mesmerism and hypnosis as allied to children’s 
ailments. He discussed the technique of induction, 
pointed out how easy children are to hypnotise and then 
dealt with its use in dentistry and various medical con- 
ditions such as anxiety, delinquency, bed-wetting, 
asthma, epilepsy and several other emotional difficulties 
of childhood. 

It was evident that much interest was shown in the 
lecture by the number of questions asked at its conclusion, 
and the evening closed with a vote of thanks from the 
chairman. The meeting was attended by 64 members 
and visitors.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT 

Dental Students in Scotland.—On March 23 Mr. G. M. 
Thomson (Dundee) asked the Secretary of State for 
Scotland what steps he was taking to arrest the decline in 
the number of dental students entering Scottish Dental 
Schools. 

The Under-Secretary of State replied that the position 
could not be influenced directly by any action open to 
the Minister. The Dentists Bill, which would be re- 


introduced as soon as Parliamentary time permitted, 
embodied a plan for expanding dental services for the 
priority classes. By giving the dental profession full 
self-government and thus raising its status, he hoped 


the Bill would also stimulate recruitment to the pro- 
fession. 

Mr. Thomson said that the trend of entries to the 
Scottish Dental Schools was really alarming. It had 
dropped from 155 in 1946 to an estimated figure of 70 in 
1953. Hie asked the Minister to consult with the Scottish 
Dental Schools and Universities with a view to doing 
something. by co-ordinated planning, to increase the 
entry. 

Mr. Elliot (Ke/vingrove) then asked the Minister to do 
his utmost to accelerate the reorganisation of the Dental 
Hospital in Glasgow, the extension of which was most 
necessary if further students were to be attracted to the 
School. 

Mr. McGovern (Shert/eston) said that in Glasgow a 
Committee set up to govern the admission of dentists 
after they had gone through their course sometimes kept 
them from serving in their profession for almost one and 
a half years before they could start in practice themselves. 


School Dental Service in Scotland..-On March 23 the 
Under-Secretary of State for Scotland said that there 
were 161 dental officers in the School Dental Service in 
December 1953, the highest number ever reached. In 
October 1951 the number was 100 and in June 1948 it 
was 131.

been a salutary warning to those who might otherwise 
be tempted to infringe the provisions of the Act.

Increasingly, since the National Health Service came 
into operation, there has been a tendency for lay persons, 
and limited companies organised persons, to 
engage in the business dentistry—-which they are 
legally entitled to do—and to employ one or more 
dentists to undertake the operative dentistry. 
If all those involved were pletely above suspicion, 
there might be little objection to this. Unfortunately, 
however, it has become clear that a number of these con- 
cerns have been created with the idea of exploiting both 
the public and any unfortunate dentist 
ment with them. 

In some of these cases, even where the actual carrying- 
out of the professional work is left to the employee dentist, 
there has been an increasing t for the lay owner 
of the practice to interfere. The dentist may, for example, 
be told long he may a filling: he may be 
instructed as to cases where he can insert a filling and 
where to extract son may examine the 
patients before or after he has treated them.

Even then, however, it is se 
any dentist to invite the advice of the Asso 
headquarters before signing a contract of employ 
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reference to cases actually referred by practitioners. He 
stressed the inherent weaknesses and failings of methyl 
methacrylate dentures and those factors which tended 
to increase the tendency to fracture. With regard to 
lack of tolerance of plastics, many of the so-called 
allergies result, he said, from failure to keep dentures 
properly clean. Various types of domestic bleach were 
ideal for the cleansing of dentures. He urged us also to 
watch for irritations caused by antibiotics, by faults in 
technique and by traumatic occlusions and in this latter 
connexion emphasised the advantage of moveable 
articulators. The study of ** Gothic Arch tracings” 
often avoided faults in bite taking but in all cases his 
slogan was “* Conform the denture to the anatomy 
available.” In a short reference to Dental Service 
Committee cases and the supply of metal dentures 
Professor Matthews remarked how widely the official 
view can differ from that of the practitioner trying to 
supply the best for his patient. 

Many members asked questions and a vote of thanks 
proposed by Mr. F. Owen was warmly applauded.

(6) Membership.—The membership of the Association 
still maintains a high level and on December 31, 1953, it 
was 10,816. 

(7) Annual Meeting 1953. —The Annual Meeting 1953, 
which was held in Buxton, was a most successful one. 
Unfortunately, weather conditions were unfavourable 
but, in spite of this, functions were well attended and 
greatly enjoyed by those present. The thanks of the Board 
and of all members who attended are due to the Organising 
Committee of the East Lancashire and East Cheshire 
Branch for the highly satisfactory arrangements which 
they made. 

(8) Meetings of the Representative Board.—Since the 
Annual General Meeting in July 1953 there will have 
been four meetings of Board, including the one to be 
held at Blackpool. The fact that the business of the Board 
can seldom be accomplished in one day is an indication 
of the larger volume of work falling upon them. 

(9) Work of Council.—The Council, which is the 
executive authority of the Association between meetings 
of the Representative Board, has continued to meet at 
monthly intervals. The Council appointed special sub- 
committees to consider the future policy of the Associa- 
tion and to continue consideration of the Association's 
policy on child dental health. In addition, the Executive 
Committee has met more frequently than in the past, the 
meetings normally being held between the meetings of 
Council. 

(10) Dentists Bill. 


O. Senior, B. M

It is anticipated that a Dentists 


Bill may be placed before Parliament during the present 


session. In anticipation of this possibility, the Repre- 
sentative Board considered the policy of the Association 
when it met in January 1954, and then instructed Council 
to use every endeavour to have included in the new Bill 
such safeguards regarding the introduction of ancillary 
workers as appeared necessary for the public and, in 
particular, those laid down by the Representative Board 
when a Dentists Bill was last before Parliament. 

A letter setting out the position in the light of the 
existing circumstances and reiterating the Board's 
decisions on the policy of the Association was issued to 
every member of the Association in February 1954. 

(11) General Dental Services Committee.—The General 
Dental Services Committee has continued its work for 
practitioners within the general dental service under the 
National Health Service Act. Once again experience 
during the year has demonstrated the invaluable nature 
of the work which this committee is carrying out for the 
Association and the profession. The third Annual 
Conference of Local Dental Committees was held in 
February 1954, under the chairmanship of Mr. R. G. 
Swiss. The Minister of Health, the Rt. Hon. Iain Macleod, 
addressed the representatives at this meeting, this being 
the first occasion on which a Minister of Health has so 
honoured the meeting of Local Dental Committees. At 
that meeting Mr. C. W. F. Thomas was elected as 
chairman for the next conference. 

(12) Remuneration.—The Third Report of the Commit- 
tee of Public Accounts, published on July 23, 1953, 
intimated that ** no increase in the scale of remuneration 
for work under the Health Services could be considered,” 
unless full and detailed information relating to past 
remuneration and expenses was provided. In the light of 
this Report, the General Dental Services Committee, 
advised by the Association’s actuary, and in consultation 
with officers of the Ministry of Health, arranged for the 
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issue Of a questionnaire to half the practitioners whose 
names are on Executive Council lists. The information 
obtained from completed questionnaires is to be tabulated 
in various ways agreed between the Association's actuary 
and his Government counterpart. Similar action will be 
taken in dealing with information forthcoming from the 
Inland Revenue in respect of one-quarter of the dentists 
on Executive Council lists. 

The inquiry as a whole is the prelude to a review of the 
scale of fees. This review will inevitably take time but 
will be proceeded with as speedily as possible. Dis 
cussions concerning the narrative are already under way 

(13) Health Acts Administration.—-The periodic meet 
ings of representatives of the General Dental Services 
Committee with the Ministry of Health and the Dental 
Estimates Board have continued. It is pleasing to be 
able to report in particular that difficulties which had 
existed in the relationship between the Association and 
the Dental Estimates Board have been very considerably 
reduced as a result of formal and informal consultation 
between the two bodies. 

A large part of the time of the Health Acts Administra 
tion Sub-Committee during the year has been devoted to 
considering the Ministry’s proposals for consolidating 
fifteen sets of Regulations affecting the General Dental 
Services. In addition considerable progress has been made 
in the revision and consolidation of the Regulaticns 
affecting Service Committee procedure. 

The Association sponsored a successful action in the 
High Court against the Minister of Health which was 
aimed at vindicating the principle that the Ministry, no 
less than the practitioner, must abide strictly by the terms 
of the Regulations. 

Under the direction of the Health Acts Administration 
Sub-Committee thousands of enquiries have been dealt 
with from members of the Association, who have been 
advised on difficulties, large and small, which they have 
encountered as general dental practitioners in the National 
Health Service. 

(14) Postgraduate /Refresher Courses... During the year 
the first Postgraduate/Refresher Courses were held, the 
venues being in London, Glasgow, Edinburgh and 
Birmingham. Courses at other centres are likely to follow 
and, it is hoped, will become a regular feature of the 
dental side of the National Health Service. 

That the institution of the first courses should have 
been so long delayed is a matter for regret but the 
various bodies whose efforts have at last borne fruit are 
to be congratulated. They are the Postgraduate/Refresher 
Courses Sub-Committee and the Scottish Sub-Committee 
of the General Dental Services Committee, the Central 
Counties Dental Postgraduate Committee and the Dental! 
Board of the United Kingdom and some of the Univers: 
ties. 

(15) Amendment of Articles and By-laws.- ~The genera! 
revision of the Association’s Articles and By-laws, to 
which reference was made in the last Annual Report, has 
been completed and will be submitted to an Extraordinary 
General Meeting to be held on May 11, 1954. The amend 
ments which are proposed have been partly dictated by 
the desire of the Board of Trade that the Articles should 
be brought more closely in conformity with current 
usage, partly to deal with matters arising from the 
Report of the Organising Review Committee of the 
Representative Board, and partly to amend and make 
more convenient the procedure for dealing with dis 
ciplinary matters. The existing regulations were in the 
main drafted many years ago and legislation since then 
has made a number of alterations necessary to bring them 
up to date. 

(16) Association Organisation.._During the year the 
Board received a report from the Organisation Review 
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Committee which it appointed in October 1952, with 
instructions “ to review the organisation of the Board, 
the Council and Committees and to make recommend- 
ations for any alterations found to be necessary.” 

This Committee made a number of recommendations, 
the most important being the creation of a scientific 
committee, consisting of 20 members, approximately 
half of whom were to be appointed by the Board and the 
remainder by the principal organisations representing 
academic and scientific sides of dentistry. The Board 
approved this suggestion in principle and the necessary 
steps are being taken to implement it. 

In addition to this, the Committee recommended a 
number of alterations in the procedure of the Board and 
the Council, and a reduction of the number of Standing 
Committees of the Board by the amalgamation of the 
House and Finance Committees and of the Membership 
and Law and Ethics Committees. 

These recommendations of the Organisation Review 
Committee were approved by the Board and, so far as 
necessary, provision for them is made in the amendments 
to the Articles of Association which are to be considered 
at the Extraordinary General Meeting. 

(17) Finance.—-The financial affairs of the Association 
have once again presented the Representative Board and 
the Finance Committee with a number of serious prob- 
lems. The revised rates of subscription, which were 
approved by the Extraordinary General Meeting at 
Buxton in July 1953, did not come into operation until 
January 1, 1954. The income of the year under review 
was, therefore, mainly derived from subscriptions at the 
old rate of £4 4s. 

As a result of the economy drive, certain items of 
expenditure have been reduced as compared with 1952, 
whilst others have remained reasonably constant. In 
a number of cases, however, expenditure has inevitably 
increased chiefly as a result of the continued increase in 
the Association’s activities. Additional expenditure un- 
avoidably arose from the work of the Association in 
connexion with the enquiry into earnings and expenses of 
practitioners in the National Health Service, matters 
relating to health acts administration and the work of the 
Committee on child dental health, to mention only a few 
of the matters which were the subject of special activity 
during the year. 

On balance, the deficit for 1953 is slightly more than 
that shown in the 1952 accounts. This is reasonably 
satisfactory from many points of view but shows that an 
increase in revenue is the only possible way of meeting 
the heavy expenditure which the Association now faces 
each year. Payment of subscriptions due on January |, 
1954, has been most encouraging. 

(18) Guillebaud Committee.—During the year the 
Government announced the setting-up of a Committee 
under the chairmanship of Mr. C. W. Guillebaud. Its 
terms of reference were: 

“To review the present and prospective cost of the 
National Health Service; to suggest means whether by 
modification in organisation or otherwise of ensuring 
the most effective control and efficient use of such 
Exchequer funds as may be made available; to advise 
how, in view of the burdens on the Exchequer, a rising 
charge upon it can be avoided while providing for the 
maintenance of an adequate service; and to make 
recommendations.” 

The Association was invited to give evidence and a 
memorandum of evidence, prepared by the Council, was 
approved by the Representative Board at its October 
meeting. The memorandum was duly submitted to the 
Committee and arrangements have been made to 
supplement the written memorandum by verbal evidence 
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supporting and elaborating it if, and when, the Associa 
tion is invited to attend before the Committec 

(19) Orthodontics Services Committee.—- | Commit- 
tee on Orthodontic Services, which was p by the 
Representative Board in 1952, presented a report during 
the year which—subject to certain amendme which 


have been agreed—was adopted by the Board \ssocia 


tion policy at its meeting in January 1954 


(20) Child Dental Health Committee.—-The Associa 
tion’s Child Dental Health Sub-Committee has been 
proceeding with the consideration of its 1 pecially 
in so far as the long-term policy of the Association was 
concerned. The final report of the Committee was 
submitted to the Board at its January meeting and 
adopted. 


(21) Professional Risks Insurance.—-I[n the report o! 
the Amalgamation Drafting Committee, it was strongly 
recommended that steps should be taken to adopt one 
scheme of professional risks insurance for all those who, 
before amalgamation, as members of the Incorporated 
Dental Society or the Public Dental Service Association, 
had enjoyed its benefits. 

Council set up a special sub-committee to investigate 
the whole position and, as a result of the report of this 
Committee, it was decided that from January |, 1954, 
all ex-members of the Incorporated Dental Society and 
the Public Dental Service Association who had previously 
been covered against professional risk should be insured 
through a scheme similar to that which had hitherto been 
available to the ex-members of the [.D.S. 

(22) Loca! Authority Dental Service.—-During the yea: 
the Association, through the machinery of the Dental! 
Whitley Council (Local Authorities) has been negotiating 
for improvements in remuneration. So far as the re 
muneration of full-time School Dental Officers is con 
cerned, a deadlock was reached and the matter eventually 
went to arbitration. The claim was heard early in 1954 
and the decision of the Industrial Court gave a material 
increase in salary to all grades of dental officers. The 
minimum for School Dental Officers was increased from 
£800 to £900 a year and the maximum from £1,250 to 
£1,400, and both the minimum and the maximum fo! 
Chief Dental Officers showed increases of £300 per 
annum. Moreover, the Industrial Court thought it 
proper to lay down a salary scale for area dental officers, 
whose remuneration in the past has been entirely at the 
discretion of employing authorities. The new 
£1,450 rising by one annual increment to £1,500. 

(23) Hospital Dental Service.The condition of the 
dental service in hospitals has been the subject of con- 
tinued consideration by the Hospitals’ Group of the 
Association. The effect of Government economy warn- 
ings has been to slow down very considerably the neces- 
sary development in hospital dental service. The Hospitals’ 
Group has discussed with the Ministry the whole question 
of consultant service in hospitals, bearing in mind es- 
pecially the high rate of wastage which is to be expected 
among consultants during the next ten years and the long 
training necessary to create new consultants to replace 
those retiring on reaching the age limit or for other reasons 

(24) Defence Services.—The year has seen material 
improvements in the remuneration of the dental branches 
of the three Services. Pay and allowances have been 
increased and conditions improved. Following this, the 
Representative Board approved the action of Council in 
lifting the ban on Service advertisements which had been 
in force for a number of years. Soon after these improve- 
ments were made, the Government announced the setting- 
up of a committee under the chairmanship of Lord 
Waverley to review the whole position of the medical and 
dental branches. The Association has offered to ive 
evidence to this committee. 
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2S) Dental Nurses.—A general feeling of dissatis- 

on at the position of dental nurses employed in 

lic services, including the fact that they have no 
lirect representation through Whitley machinery, has 
esulted in the setting up of joint machinery between the 
\ssociation and the British Dental Nurses and Assistants 
Society to consider matters of mutual concern. It ts 
hoped that this liaison may prove of use both to the 
Association and to the dental nurses 

Dental Technicians.—The Association has con- 
tinued its work on the National Joint Committee for 
Dental Technicians, and a number of matters relating to 
the form of indenture, regulations for sick pay and 
annual leave, etc., have been negotiated 

Early in 1953 dental technicians in Northern Ireland 
put forward a claim for improved remuneration. The 
claim by the technicians was eventually taken to arbitra- 
tion in January 1954 and the award gave increases in pay 
to these technicians. The implications of the award are 
being studied. 

(27) Dental Students.—The Association has always 
endeavoured to encourage dental students and to assist 
them in every possible way and for some years past 
tudent membership of the Association has been offered 
to those in training. As a result of representations from 


several bodies of students, variations in the terms upon 
which students’ membership was available were agreed 
by the Representative Board and have been incorporated 
in the amendments in the Articles of Association referred 
to earlier in this report.

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At a general meeting in the afternoon the President, 
Mr. L. B. Corner in the Chair, there was a good attend- 
ance. The President welcomed as a visitor Mr. E. Brebner, 


a Principal Dental Officer of the Department of Health of 
New Zealand. Mr. D. E. Mason reported on the work of 


the Group Committee and of the Dental Whitley Council. 
The President reminded the Group that the Staff Side 
Chairman and members of the Whitley Council had put 
in a tremendous amount of work on behalf of their 
colleagues and the thanks of the whole profession went 
out to them for the results of the recent arbitration case. 


The President drew attention to the outstanding work of 


the Association Secretariat for P.D.O.s and reminded the 
Group that the gains achieved had cost the Association a 
substantial sum, and it was the duty of every Local 
Authority dentist to be a member of the Association and 
of the Group. The President’s tributes to the Staff Side 
were received enthusiastically. 

Mr. R. R. Stephens, M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., B.D.S., 
Head of the Department of Children’s Dentistry, Institute 
of Dental Surgery, Eastman Dental Hospital, lectured on 
* Recent Advances in Root Canal Therapy of Upper 
Incisor Teeth in Children.” Mr. Stephens, whose talk 
was illustrated by numerous slides, explained the diagnosis 
of the stages from degeneration of the pulp to the 
development of extensive chronic abscess conditions. 
For the more severe conditions associated with much 
bone infection, apicectomy was advised. Where little or 
no bone damage was present good results from efficient 
root canal therapy alone could be anticipated. Mr. 
Stephens described the use of polyantibiotic paste for the 
sterilization of root canals, for which one application for 
a short period usually sufficed. Root reamers with 
root filling points of identical bore were now available 
and were essential to complete filling of the root canal. 
Several members took part in the discussion and Mr. 
Stephens was warmly thanked by Mr. J. V. Bingay for a 
most interesting and practical lecture. 

THe White Paper of proceedings in the Industrial 
Court between the Management and Staff Side of the 
Dental Whitley Council (Local Authorities) has now 
been published. It is entitled ** The Industrial Court 
(2496). Public Health Service,” and is obtainable from 
H.M. Stationery Office, price ts., and whole-time dental 


officers affected by the award will find this publication of 


considerable interest. The White Paper is of necessity 
an abridged resumé of the proceedings but gives a good 
picture of the efforts the Staff Side made to improve the 
School and Maternity Dental Services in face of great 
difficulties,

Hospitals Group Notes 


THE second conference organised by the Institute of 
Public Administration is now past history, but the 
publication of the Report of the Discussions, which took 
place on the papers, calls for reflection and study, inas- 
much as it has many implications for the dental prac- 
titioner, be he consultant, general practitioner or registrar. 
The theme was * Making the Most of Present Resources 
in the Health Services.” 

The first conference was designed to follow the patient 
from the onset of illness, through the various stages ot 
its development, as he passed from the care of one agency 
to another, as circumstances demanded. The working of 
the Act has brought out the difficulties. The outstanding 
feature is the strong recommendation that effective co- 
operation should be secured between the three independent 
branches of the National Health Service. 

It is indicative of the difficulties that no general pattern 
of co-ordination has been found practicable. The need 
for greater co-operation is still being rightly urged in the 
papers of this second Conference. The social and 
economic implications are wide, while existing arrange- 
ments often fall short of the needs. It is very important 
to be able to grasp the true nature and magnitude of some 
of the problems. 

It would be true to say there is no limit to the money 
which could be spent upon this service. [t was the 
appreciation of this fact coupled with the knowledge of 
the national financial position which caused Sir Stafford 
Cripps to set a limit of approximately £400 million as a 
ceiling. Improvements in one direction must be offset 
by economies in other directions. The Chairman of the 
Conference, Mr. Lesser, tells us that ** having regard to 
the very high expenditure in the defence services and the 
claims of the other social services, there is considerable 
likelihood for some years ahead of arbitrary ceiling de- 
termined by the general economic position.” It was the 
realization of this important factor which decided the 
theme of the Conference. 

Let us now look at some of the major conclusions 
brought out in the discussions on the various papers 
Finance plays an important part in the deployment of our 
resources, of which there must be rationing. What is 
made available to the patients is decided by experts. The 
only discretion the patient has is whether he will partake. 
It is against the standard of this system that the achieve- 
ments must be weighed. It would seem, therefore, the 
quality of our administrators is most important. The 
need of economy in their payment might be a false one 
Prevention was emphasised as a field, which might give 
a good dividend. But it is of little use to carry out re- 
search, if the knowledge so gained is not fully utilised. 

It is suggested the present unhappy compromise between 
decentralisation and centralisation is not working well 
and to adopt one or the other is in our best interests. 
Experience suggests decentralisation, but if central 
control was taken from the Ministry of Health it would 
be necessary to have efficient all-purpose health boards 
at local and regional levels. 

Of hospitals Dr. Talbot Rogers said * out-patient 
departments should be consultative departments.”’ This 
would improve the service and make for early diagnosis 
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and treatment, also prevention. To this end two other 


measures are necessary 


*(a) The modernisation and co-ordinated use of out- 
patient and other clinic facilities 
(6) The formation of a corps of administrators, both 


lay and medical, trained not only in the work of 
their own departments and that of others, but 
also appreciate the need to integrate all 
branches to form a unified 

The correct use of manpower is very important because 

60 per cent of National Health Service expenditure goes 
in this one item. It is suggested a scientific investigation 
and action, based upon the results of such an investigation 
are essential ingredients of the most effective use of man- 
power. Tradition and prejudice should play no part in 
these investigations. The kind of subjects to be investi- 
gated is whether more whole-time consultant service 
instead of the largely part-time one would be advanta- 
geous, or whether there should be dilution particularly 
in the dental service. To implement the formulation of a 
personnel policy it would be to appoint 
personnel advisory officers to conduct research and deal 
with personnel problems of the service. To facilitate 
this, supervisors and workers should be properly trained. 
As to the problem of our own dilution, it was suggested 
training facilities should be increased for dental surgery, 
which would be favourably received if put up to the 
Ministry of Health. 

Economy in prescribing is often complicated by public 
opinion. Dr. A. M. G. Campbell said: 

** It is the opinion of most doctors that patients are 
tending more and more to demand a certain type of 
treatment. They read in newspapers of * wonder 
drugs * and they hear Members of Parliament very often 
making erroneous statements about the value of drugs. 
They are apt to read articles, very often exaggerated.” 

In the publicity of the present age patients often get 
inaccurate ideas which are difficult and sometimes im- 
possible to dissipate, which makes the practice of good 
and economical prescribing very awkward. 

Lastly the Chairman of the Central Health Services 
Council, Sir F. Messer, had some comments to make on 
Medical Planning in the Regions. His** complaint against 
the National Health Service is that it appears to be 
founded not on definite principles, but very largely on 
expediency. Even so there was no medical planning until 
it came into existence.”” He points out the stress is on 
hospitals and not enough on prevention. He emphasises 
the need for a high standard of domiciliary treatment. 
To facilitate this the doctor should be given every 
opportunity to gain additional experience in hospitals 
or elsewhere. He would like to see a National Health and 
Welfare Board up instead of Ministry of Health 
control, also smaller Regional Hospital Board areas, 
with Teaching Hospitals as part of the regional service. 

Finally we might summarise by saying that all the main 
conclusions would operate to the advantage of the patient 
in so far as dentistry is concerned. It is essential we should 
co-operate and become part of the hospital team. An 
understanding of the problems such as the 
economic position, that rationing is necessary and that 
this must be done by an expert is important. 
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Prevention has alw Lys been one of our major cares. 
Modernisation of out-patient and clinic facilities, co- 
ordination and integration can, as we well know, bring 
idvantages to the patient The scientific approach to the 
use of manpower, which might carry with it the training 
of more dentists rather than dilution, seems logical. The 
proper education of public opinion so that it trusts its 
professional advisers, the establishing ofa National Health 
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the Regional Hospital Board service, woul ive 
advantages to offer us. One would be the interchange ot 
junior stat? in all hospitals. Lastly but not | 
we can approach and talk over our difficulties w 
colleagues. medical and administrative, would make 
the efficient working in hospitals.

practical answer. It is to be hoped that if the Government 
decide to introduce ancillaries they will consult P.D.O.s 
at an early stage. The arbitration award should at least 
mean this; that P.D.O.s are no longer to be dismissed 
as poor relations.—C. H. Rusra, Foxglove Cottage, 
Copthorne, Sussex.
